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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have not set forth arguments that 
obviate the instant rejections. Applicants arguments recognize the general and broad use of antibodies, however Applicants do not 
address the applicability of their claimed antibodies. Applicants supply the Wilson reference (Biochem. J. 342: 97-103, 1999) in support of 
their arguments. Notwithstanding, the 97% identity of Wilson's human IF2 protein compared to Applicants' SEQ ID NO: 1 is not sufficient 
in asserting a well established utility and consequently providing knowledge of how to use the claimed invention. Furthermore, even a 
high degree of sequence identity between molecules is not predictive of functional similarity .
